To  Stand  Through  the  Millenium 


/qVIN  the  year  1847,  even  before  descend - 
^  ing  down  into  the  sun-baked  valley  of 
the  Great  Salt  Lake,  Brigham  Young  had  had 
visions  of  Temple  spires  rising  out  of  the 
desert.  He  knew  the  exact  .spot  where  it  was 
to  be  built  and  had  seen  in  a  vision  the  shape 
that  the  building  should  take.  The  founda- 
tions of  the  temple  are  sixteen  feet  thick  at 
the  base,  the  walls  vary  in  thickness  from 
nine  to  six  feet.  The  temple  was  built  at  a 
time  when  the  very  existence  of  its  builders 
was  threatened  with  famine  and  hunger.  One 
would  think  that  under  such  conditions  the 
building  would  have  been  made  of  sun-dried 


brick  or  adobe.  But  no !  They  built  a  four 
million   dollar   temple.  They   built  it    "to 

stand  through  the  Millenium."  It  is  built 
of  grey  granite  obtained  from  a  quarry  that 
is  twenty  miles  distant.  Four  days  were 

required  to  haul  a  load  of  granite  from  the 
quarry  to  the  temple. 

The  pioneering  spirit  that  ruled  among 
those  people  is  now  thought  to  be  one  of  the 
greatest  things  that  ever  moved  the  heart  of 
man.  Said  Brigham  Young,  "  Build  not  for 
to-day  not  for  to-morrow,  but  for  all 
eternity."

A    man    is    fearfully    and    wonderfully 
made.  In     this     earthen     vessel     are 

heavenly  treasures — -an  immortal  spirit  of 
which  God  is  the  Father,  the  immortal 
Priesthood  and  the  immortal  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Surely  we  ought  not  to 
defile  the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by 
using  things  which  our  Father  hath  for- 
bidden. Quite  recently  one  of  the  fore- 
most captains  of  public  address  gave  this 
forceful  admonition:  "  Do  not  think,"  he 
said,  "  that  education  weans  you  from 
the  spiritual  law."  He  was,  of  course, 
referring  to  education  in  a  broad  sense, 
to  the  schooling  we  teceive  in  the  Uni- 


versity of  Life.  But  when  the  spiritual 
law  is  subordinated  to  the  selfish  plans 
;>nd  feelings  of  men,  misery  steps  in.  If 
the  spiritual  law  were  dominant  in  the 
hearts  of  men  there  would  be  no  wars. 
With  few  exceptions  every  war  has  been 
"  a  rich  man's  war  and  a  poor  man's 
fight."  It  is  said  that  three-fourths  of 
the  men  who  fought  in  the  Confederate 
Army  never  owned   a   slave. 

President  Brigham  Young  called  Karl 
G.  Maeser,  the  great  educator,  to  go  to 
Provo  to  organize  and  conduct  an 
academy  to  be  established  in  the  name  of 
the  Church — a  Church  school.  Before 
leaving  for  Provo  to  start  his  work  he 
went  to  P'resident  Young  and  said : 
"Have  you  anv  instructions  to  give 
me?  " 

The  President  looked  steadily  forward 
for  a  few  moments,  as  though  in  deep 
thought,  then  said:  "  Brother  Maeser,  I 
want  you  to  remember  that  you  ought  not 
to  teach  even  the  alphabet  or  the  multi- 
plication tables  without  the  Spirit  of  God. 
That  is  all.  God  bless  you.  Goodbye." 
That  was  Dr.  Maeser's  guiding  star. 
By  that  spirit  he  reached  the  hearts  and 
touched  the  lives  of  thousands  for  good 
and  brought  them  into  that  true  idealism 
— the  right  of  the  spiritual  law  to  be 
uppermost  in  the  hearts  of  men. 

The  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  wonder- 
ful. The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  said : 
"  You  might  as  well  baptize  a  bag  of 
sand  as  a  man  if  not  done  in  view  of 
the  remissdon  of  sins  and  getting  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Baptism  by  water  is  but 
half  a  baptism,  and  is  good  for  nothing 
without  the  other  half — that  is,  the  bap= 
tism  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  The  re  = 
generating  and  cleansing  power  of  the 
Spirit  is  a  blessing  from  heaven.

TOP  the  uppermost  spire  of  the 
cynosure  of  Mormon  eyes,  the 
Salt  Lake  City  Temple,  an  im- 
posing gilded  figure  pierces  the  sky. 
This  majestic  replica  of  the  Angel  Moroni 
in  the  act  of  blowing  a  trumpet  symbolizes 
the  restoration  and  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  Mormons  too  often  fail  to  appre- 
ciate the  full  significance  of  the  angel — too 
often  fail  to  realize  the  strength  of  the 
Mormon  position. 

Ofttimes  in  my  proselyting  endeavours 
I  have  been  confronted  with  this  question  : 
"  What  is  the  difference  between  Mor- 
monism  and  the  countless  number  of 
Christian  creeds  in  the  world  to-day?  " 
or,  "  How  does  your  Church  differ  from 
mine?  "  What  a  golden  opportunity  to 
teach    the  vereties   of   life !  The   very 

essence  of  our  Church's  power  resides  in 
those  features  which  distinguish  it  from 
other  sects,  and  so  in  answering  these 
questions  we  are  revealing  the  source  of 
the  strength  of  the  Mormon  cause. 

The  authority  to  administer  in  the  name 
of  God  is  operative  in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to-day  and 
every  honest  member  is  entitled  to  a  per- 
sonal testimony  of  this  fact ;  therein  lies 
the  strength  of  the  Mormon  Church  ! 

A  thorough  study  of  ecclesiastical  his- 
tory couoled  with  an  insight  to  the  scrip- 
tures brings  one  to  a  realization  of  the 
veracity  of  the  falling  away  from  the  first 
Christian  Church — thus  necessitating  a 
restoration — Mormonism  signifies  a  com- 
plete restitution.  The  story  of  the  return 
of  the  gospel  to  the  earth,  culminating  in 
the  reception  of  the  power  of  the  Priest- 
hood by  Oliver  Cowdery  and  the  prophet 
Joseph  in  1829  is  a  glorious  illustration  of 


our  Father's  present  love  and  interest  in 
His  hantiiwork. 

P'rom  the  pulpit  I  recently  expounded 
tiiis  statement:  "  I  believe  the  Mormons 
are  a  superior  people!  "  It  was  not  in 
a  boastful  manner  that  I  expressed  this 
thought,  for  innately  we  are  not  above 
par.  It  is  in  the  light  of  added  spiritual 
illumination  that  the  Latter-day  Saints 
have  superseded  the  world.  A  statisti- 
cal comparison  substantiates  our  physical 
or  bodily  superiority,  while  the  Mormon 
understanding  of  life  and  possession  of 
divine  authority  speak  for  spiritual  ad- 
vancement. 

We  Mormons — from  Adam,  th«  origi- 
nal *'  Mormon,"  to  our  present  day  mem- 
bers, have  been  in  constant  need  to  come 
to  a  greater  realization  and  appreciation 
of  the  strength  of  the  Mormon  position  !

N  the  Kirstenbosch  gardens 
there  is  a  grave  with  a  simple, 
yet  very  impressive  stone 
marked  in  the  form  a  cross.  The  in- 
scription reads  "If  ye  seek  his  monu- 
ment, look  around."  This  is  the  burial 
place  of  the  Garden's  first  director,  Henry 
Harold  Welch  Pearson.  Survey  the 
surroundings  and  view  the  beauties  of 
nature,  the  assembly  and  arrangement  of 
which  has  greatly  enhanced  their  loveli- 
ness. This  is  indeed  a  wonderful  monu- 
ment. 

All  about  us  there  is  a  profusion  of 
monuments,  indications  of  achievement, 
which  remind  us  of  Henry  Emerson  Fos- 
dick's  statement:  ".  .  .  .  while  God  sup- 
plies quarries.  He  never  carves  statues  or 
piles  cathedrals  save  by  the  hand  of  a 
man ;  .  .  .  that  the  earth  was  not  built 
like  Aladdin's  Palace,  by  magic  spells  for 
lazy  occupancy,  but  is  an  unfinished  world 
into  which  men  are  ushered  in  time  to 
bear  a  part  in  its  completion,"  and  that 
"  every  honest  piece  of  work  is  co- 
operation with  God  in  building  the  uni- 
verse." 

This  thought  should  encourage  us, 
should  make  us  realize  that  we  are  in- 
deed placed  here  for  a  definite  purpose, 
that  of  building  the  universe,  leaving  the 
world,  if  you  please,  in  a  little  better  con- 
dition than  we  found  it.  Before  we  can 
start  to  "carve  statues  or  pile  cathedrals" 
out  of  stone,  we  must  carve  our  character 
out  of  the  spirit  which  has  been  given  to 
us.  We  cannot  hope  to  build  everlasting 
monuments  until  we  shape  our  own  lives. 


Witness  the  accomplishment  of  every 
Pioneer,  for  concrete  example,  the  Mor- 
mon Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  This  young 
man  placed  himself  in  tune  with  the 
supreme  power,  received  his  instructions 
and  then  carried  those  instructions  out  to 
a  completion.  He  exercised  his  free 
agency,  gave  the  knowledge  of  eternal 
life  and  salvation  to  all.  No  task  was 
too  great  or  difficult.  He  finally  gave 
his  life  as  did  the  Saviour,  so  many  years 
before,  for  the  cause  he  loved  and  be- 
lieved in.  His  monument  is  the  effect 
of  his  influence  on  the  lives  of  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  souls,  both  living  and 
dead.       His  memory  will  live  forever. 

We  may  not  all  be  prophets,  but  we 
can  all  be  pioneers  in  some  great  effort. 
We  can  begin  now,  if  we  have  not  already 
started,  to  make  our  life  greater  by  shar- 
ing those  eternal  truths  and  thereby  leave 
some  living  monument  to  our  memory. 
Have  the  old  pioneer  spirit  and  faith,  that 
your  efforts  will  be  rewarded.  Be  willing 
not  merely  to  work  hard  but  to  strike 
out  for  new  things  and  remove  obstacles 
to  development.

us  the  testimony  that  we  are  pleasing" 
God.  But  how  can  men  do  these  things 
without  that  greater  power  of  righteous- 
ness in  their  souls  that  the  Holy  Gnost 
brings  to  them ;  that  great  regenerating 
force  which  enables  them  to  cast  from 
them  lust,  evil  thoughts,  and  the 
thought  of  doing  things  that  will  hurt 
their  fellow  creatures?  This  great 
strength,  the  powerful  operation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  will  make  one  shake  at  the 
very  appearance  of  evil. 

There  is  another  office  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  He  will  guide  into  all  truth.  The

He 
shall  teach  you  all  things  and  bring-  all 
things  to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever 
I  have  said  unto  you." 

"  He  will  guide  you  into  all  truth." 
What  is  truth?  "And  truth  is  knowledge 
of  things  as  they  are,  and  as  they  were, 
and   as   they   are   to   come."  What   a 

broad,  comprehensive  definition  of  truth 
the  Lord  gives !  And  because  we  are 
guided  into  all  truth  by  that  infallible 
guide,  the  Comforter,  we  hold  dear  to 
our  hearts  these  great  fundamental  prin- 
ciples :  The  divine  parentag-e  and  the 
mission  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  His

riie  Holy  Ghost  is  the  genius  of  the 
Holy  Priesthood.  Remove  from  the 
men  of  the  Church,  clothed  with  this 
power,  dispossess  them  if  that  were 
possible  of  the  guiding  influence  of  the 
spirit  of  revelation  and  they  would  be  as 
unproductive  in  the  ministry  as  the  dry 
sand  on  the  seashore. 

The  Holy  Ghost  is  the  testimony  of 
Jesus.  "  No  man,"  said  the  Apostle 
Paul,  "  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord, 
but  by  the  Holy  Ghost."  The  Saviour 
declared  that  "  the  Kingdom  of  God 
Cometh  not  with  observation,"  not  by 
external  show,  for  the  world  is  deceived 
by  outward  ornament.  "  Man  looketh 
on  the  outward  appearance,  but  the  Lord 
looketh  on  the  heart." 

When  the  Saviour  of  the  world  stood 
before  that  cruel  judge  Pontius  Pilate  and 
Pilate,  in  a  sneering  manner,  addressed 
this  question  to  the  Saviour,  "  What  is 
truth?  "  the  embodiment  of  truth  was 
before  him.  Truth  personified  was  there. 
But  Pontius  Pilate  could  not  recognize 
the     truth.  Why?  Because     "  the 

Kingdom      of     (iod      cometh      not      with 
observation." 

"  Except  a  man  be  born  again,"  said 
Jesus  Christ,  "  he  cannot  see  the  King- 
dom of  God,"  and  "  PZxcept  a  man  be 
born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God." 
It  has  been  said  by  a  philosopher  that  the 
eye  see  what  the  mind  brings  it  the  po\\  er 
to  see. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  have  the  Holy

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How  Do  We  T^eckon  Our  tithing?

NE  young  man  stated  that  Jiis 
conscienrc  was  his  sole 
guide;  that  he  kept  no  ao 
eount  of  his  earnings;  simply  paying 
some  money  to  the  bishop  when  impressed 
until  he  felt  in  his  heart  that  he  had  paid 
enough.  He  seemed  to  think  that  the 
Lord  would  manifest  to  him,  without  any 
effort  of  his  own,  what  tithing  he  should 
pay. 

A  fairly  prosperous  farmer,  owner  of 
a  tine  improved  ranch,  kept  a  detailt'd 
financial  account  of  his  affairs.  At  the 
close  of  each  month  he  balanced  his 
figures.  If  his  expenses  exceeded  his 
income  he  paid  no  tithing  that  month, 
notwithstanding  he  had  lived  well  during 
the  period.  He  had  not  included  in  his 
figures  what  he  and  his  family  had  con- 
sumed, i.e.,  milk,  butter,  eggs,  meat, 
fruit,  vegetables,  flour,  wood,  modern 
conveniences,  etc. 

Another  brother  with  a  part-time  job 
paying  over  a  hundred  dollars  per  month 
also  had  a  small  farm  where  he  lived  and 
worked.  He  deducted  all  his  car  and 

travel  expense,  all  machinery  equipment, 
and  current  upkeep  expenses,  before 
figuring  what  should  be  tithed.  Need- 
less to  say,  his  tithing  was  somewhat 
skimped. 

A  storekeeper  refused  to  pay  tithing 
during  these  lean  depression  years  because 
his  books  failed  to  show  a  profit.  Yet 
he  had  the  best  home  in  town  and  his 
family  had  plenty  to  spare  and  even  to 
waste. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  young  couple, 
after  struggling  along  for  a  few  years, 
took  stock  of  themselves  one  day.  They 
decided  to  repent  of  their  neglect  and  from 
then  on  to  pay  a  strict  tithing.  As  they 
paid  they  were  blessed.  To-day,  after 
a  few  short  years,  they  are  out  of  debt, 
have  an  adequate  home,  and  are  thriving, 
Everything  they  own  has  been  tithed  ai  d 
they  are  humbly  proud  and  happy  over  it. 


If  we  deduct  all  living  and  working  ex- 
penses; if  we  pay  alms  publicly  as  the 
Pharisees  and  call  it  a  tithing,  we  are 
deceiving  ourselves. 

Eaithful,  intelligent  observance  of  the 
law  of  tithing  will  bring  benefits  and 
blessings  as  surely  and  rightfully  as 
observance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  or 
any  other  law  of  the  Gospel. 

Full  tithepaying  is  one  of  the  highest 
types  of  honesty,  because  it  is  a  debt  of 
honour. 

Neighbourliness,  unselfishness  and  love 
for  our  fellow  men  is  highly  exemplifierl 
in  the  quiet  consistent  payment  of  tithes 
and  offerings.  The  donor  is  unknown  to 
the  recipient,  and  the  help  is  distributed 
to  the  needy  by  the  most  inspired  and  un- 
selfish organization  on  earth — the  Priest- 
hood of  God.

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flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto 
thee,  but  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

Science  and  T^eligion 

By  Elder  Matthias  F.  Cowley. 


O  people  hold  more  sacred  the 
principle  of  marriage,  nor 
esteem  more  highly  the 
possession  of  chastity  than  do  the  Latter- 
day  Saints.  Among  no  people  is  a  lapse 
of  virtue  so  rare  as  among  this  people. 
We  consider  sexual  crime  the  most 
blighting  curse  that  infests  the  earth  to- 
day. Adultery  is  considered  as  next  to 
murder  in  the  catalogue  of  crime.  In- 
dividuals guilty  of  fornication  or  adultery 
are  promptly  excommunicated  from  the 
Church  unless  the  sin  is  followed  by  the 
most  profound  repentance  and  the  best 
restitution  which  can  passibly  be  made. 

The  children  around  the  family  altar, 
in  Sunday  School,  Mutual  Improvement 
Associations,  Primary  Associations,  and 
all  the  institutions  of  the  Church  are 
taught  to  hold  their  virtue  more  sacred 
to    them    than   life    itself.  When    they 

attain  the  years  of  maturity  and  enter  the 
holy  state  of  matrimony  they  vow  before 
God,  angels,  and  living  witnesses  that 
they  will  never  violate  the  marriage  cove- 
nant. We  believe  that  God  ordained  the 
union  of  the  sexes  in  marriage  not  only 
for  time  but  for  all  eternity. 

It  is  largely  due  to  this  fact  and  to  the 
deeply  religious  elements  which  enter  into 
marriage  among  our  people  that  divorces 
are  so  rare.  Young  men  and  women  are 
taught  that  while  pure  love  and  perfect 
congeniality     should     exist    between     the 


parties  to  the  marriage  covenants,  passion 
and  infatuation  should  not  be  the  ruling 
motive,  but  principle  should  control ;  and 
that  in  the  weakness  of  humanity  the 
dangers  of  mistakes  in  the  mating  of 
sexes  are  so  great  that  the  only  safe  way 
is  to  seek  in  prayer  and  supplication  the 
guidance  of  divine  providence.  They  are 
also  taught  to  so  live  in  daily  walk  and 
conversation  that  their  Heavenly  Father 
will  answer  their  prayers. 

To  feel  sublimely  impressed  that 
marriage  is  for  eternity  and  that  God  is 
directly  interested  in  us  tends  to  make  our 
people  more  careful  and  considerate,  more 
prayerful,  in  choosing  of  a  husband  or 
wife  than  they  otherwise  would  be.  To 
increase  the  solemnity  of  the  ceremony 
God  has  commanded  that  the  work  should 
be  performed  in  a  holy  temple  erected  to 
His  name.  The  result  of  such  teaching 
is  a  far  greater  percentage  of  happy 
unions  and  a  much  smaller  percentage  of 
divorces  among  the  Latter-day  Saints 
than  among  other  communities. 

That  marriages  should  be  for  all  eter- 
nity is  evident  from  holy  writ.  When 
Adam  and  Eve  were  married  there  was  no 
death  and  hence  the  union  would  endure 
forever.  We  are  told  by  Isaiah  that 
God  will  annul  their  covenant  with  death. 
In  the  Book  of  Ecclesiastes  it  is  written, 
"  I  know  that  whatsoever  God  doeth  it 
shall  be  forever."

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Talks  on  doctrine  (Marriage) 


By  Elder  Nephi  Jensen. 


HERE  are  four  great  construc- 
tive agencies  in  the  world  to- 
day— science,  philosophy,  art 
and  religion.  A  correct  understanding 
of  the  distinctive  task  of  each  of  these 
instrumentalities  of  civilization  will  do 
much  to  dispel  the  supposed  conflict  be- 
tween science  and  religion. 

What  is  the  distinctive  task  of  each  of 
these  agencies?  A  very  simple  illustra- 
tion will  aid  us  in  finding  the  right  answer 
to  this  vital  question.  You  have  in  your 
pocket  a  little  machine.  It  is  round  in 
shape  and  rather  flat.  On  one  side  there 
is  a  dial,  with  moving  hands  that  mark 
time,  or  time  intervals.  You  can  ap- 
proach this  little  machine  from  four 
distinct   angles. 

Suppose  the  watch  should  stop  running. 
You  would  immediately  be  confronted 
with  a  problem — the  problem  of  finding 
out  just  why  the  watch  had  stopped 
going.  That  is  a  problem  in  science. 
It  is  a  very  simple  task  to  be  sure.  If 
a  technician  in  watch-making  should 
examine  the  watch  and  determine  just 
why  it  had  stopped,  and  do  no  more,  he 
would  have  performed  a  purely  scientific 
task.  For  it  is  the  distinctive  task  of 
science  to  find  the  facts  and  discover  the 
truth.  If  this  watch  technician  were  dis- 
posed to  act  like  a  real  scientist,  and  you 
should  ask  him  to  repair  the  watch,  he 
would  promptly  say  "  I  don't  repair 
watches.  I  am  a  scientist.  I  simply 
find  the  facts." 

Now  suppose  you  should  become  in- 
terested in  the  precise  function  of  your 
watch  in  its  relationship  to  the  sum  total 
of  truth  ;  and  should  want  to  know  the 
relation  of  the  element  of  time  measure- 


ment, to  the  totality  of  truth,  you  would 
be  confronted  with  a  problem  in 
philosophy.  For     it     is     the     task     of 

philosophy  to  systematize  and  unify 
truth. 

Suppose  you  should  become  dissatisfied 
with  the  ornamentation  on  your  watch 
case.  You  would  then  be  confronted  with 
a  task  in  art.  For  it  is  the  distinctive 
task  of  art  to  create  the  beautiful ;  and  to 
put  a  robe  of  beauty  on  things  to  signify 
that  they  are  complete. 

Finally  suppose  your  watch  should  stop 
running  because  the  mainspring  had  lost 
its  elasticity ;  and  you  should  touch  the 
spring  with  some  energizing  substance 
and  re-sensitize  it.  You  would  be  per- 
forming a  task  analogous  to  the  task  of 
religion.  For  it  is  the  distinctive  mission 
of  religion  to  touch  the  mainspring  of  the 
soul — the  conscience — and  awaken  it  to 
new   life,    energy   and   power. 

Or,  substituting  truth  for  the  watch  ;  it 
is  the  special  mission  of  science  to  dis- 
cover truth ;  it  is  the  special  mission  of 
philosophy  to  unify  and  systematize  truth  ; 
it  is  the  special  mission  of  art  to  put  a 
robe  of  beauty  on  the  truth  ;  and  it  is  the 
distinctive  mission  of  religion  to  kindle  in 
the  heart  a  love  for  the  truth. 

More  than  any  other  religion  in  the 
world,  Mormonism  fulfils  this  high 
mission  of  religion.  By  its  new  revela- 
tions of  God's  purposes  regardng  the 
establishment  of  His  Kingdom  on  the 
world,  it  intensifies  faith  in  God  and 
awakens  the  deathless  love  for  truth  that 
leads  to  the  glorification  of  the  beautiful, 
the  good,   and   the  true.
